Sounding a warning to local steam-
boat men that if found under the in-

fluence of liquor while on duty they
will be severely dealt with, the board
of U. S. steamboat inspectors has sus-
pended for sixty days the license of
Assistant Engineer Henry H. Venker
of the steamer Maui.

While making a reinspection of the
Maui a week ago- - yesterday, the in-
spectors, Captain Howe and Mn Hee-rie- y,

found 'Venker- - in charge of the
engineroom ' and under the influence
of liquor ,to an extent as to unfit
him for duty. The case has been un-

der advisement and today the inspec-
tors announced their decision, at the
same indicating that they will
deal severely with all offenders of the
U. S. statutes this respect.

der Rule 5, "'Section 11, general rules
and regulations of the board, and un-

der Section 4405 of the Revised Stat-
utes.
